“ It appears that vehicle 
miles driven declined from 
80.6 billion in 1973 to just 
over 78 billion in 1974,” he 
said. 
“ This reduction in driving, 
coupled with the reduced 
speed limit, especially on 
rural highways, seems to 
have made 
most of the 
difference.” 
He said improvements in 
automobiles and highways 
and 
stronger 
law 
en­ 
forcement also contributed 
to keeping the death total 
down.
